Crazy Snake's Appeal. 


Tulsa, I. T., Nov. 24.—Chitto Harjo, 


better known as Crazy Snake, chief of 
the Crazy Snake faction of the Creek 
Indians, and who is said to voice the 
sentiments of one-third of th'e Creek 
nation, made a 'dramatic speech be- 
fore the senate committee that is in- 
vestigating Indian affairs.
